From this letter it 
would appear that you have the correct idea that the 2i; days leav e 
per month does not apply to die.k nees, except that the extension of 
annual leave on account of sickness 6hould apply immediately at 
the termination of that sickness, arid not after the exhaustion of 
the thirty days annual leave. The annual leave and the axtention 
of annual leave on account of sickness are two distinct and separate 
propositions, and confusion will be avoided by treating them 
separately. 


ANNUA L LEAVK. 

This can be granted for not moro'than 30 days in any one cal¬ 
endar year, provided the prorating of 2& days per month for the first 
six months of the year is complied with. 


EXTENSION , OF ANN UAL LEAVE ON ACCOUNT O F, SICjOffSS. 


Absence on account of sickness eheuid not be charged to the 
annual leave account, but the employee should make immediate ap¬ 
plication, upon return to work, for an attention of leave on ac¬ 
count of sickness. Upon the approval of this application, payment 
can then be made for the absence on account of sickness, but this 
approved application must accompany your voucher or pay-roll upon 
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N. 0. 2- 

whlch the payment is made. Absence on account of sickness not 
covered by such approved application must be deducted from the 
pay-rolls. 

Of course, should an employe decline to make out an application 
for extention of annual leave on account of sickness, such ti m 
could be charged to hie annual leave not to exceed hie credit of 2$ 
days per month, but in that case the time must be treated ao annual 
leave and be reported as such on the monthly report of absences. 
However, it is much the better plan to have all sick leave remibursed 
through the application blank and thus keep it separate from the

My dear Mr. Suthon: 

The Examiner of Accounts has again called my at- 
tention to the noncompliance of your institution with that section 
of the revised statutes covering the purchase of supplies. The en¬ 
forcement of this statute, which was insisted upon by order of the 
Secretary of the Treasury some eighteen months ago, caused all the 
annoyance and difficulties which you have experienced and refer to, 
at all of the institutions under my charge; but one by one they have 
all been able to meet the requirements of the statute and the regula¬ 
tions, and their accounts are now coming in in full compliance there¬ 
with, with the exception of the accounts from your mint. I have 
been having very great difficulty in getting your accounts through, 
making special pleadings in each instance; but, of course, it must 
be obvious to you that there is an end to my influence in such a 
matter. 

These regulation* sire enforced throughout all the departments 
of the government. If the Navy Department desireB to get three spools 
of silk, they must get competitive bids for the same. As explained 
in the vouchers, purchases without securing bids are only allowed 
where there is only one dealer able to supply the goods demanded.
